This office communication is being submitted in reply to the response to restriction requirement filed on 07/30/07 electing 
Invention 3 claims 22-32 directed to specific the method claims as set forth in the office action dated 06/20/07. However, this 
response is non-responsive. In this regard, it is noted that although applicants did make an election of species, applicants DID NOT 
include an identification of the species that was elected consonant with the requirement, in particular, applicants failed to provide a 
listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added, if applicable. Additionally, applicant's election of 
Species 2 is confusing as applicant defines Species 2 as shown in Figure 2 while the Examiner defines Species 1 as the embodiment of 
Figure 2 as set forth in the Restriction Requirement dated 06/20/07. Thus, it is immediately unclear whether applicant is electing 
either Species 2 (the embodiment of Figure 3) or Species 1 (the embodiment of Figure 2). 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
